SUBJECT: REPRESENTATION OE PROSPECTIVE IMMIGRANTS IN NON-DIVIDED 
FAMILY CASES 

1. A NUMBER OE PERSONS AND FAMILIES REGISTERED WITH US AS INTENDING 
IMMIGRANTS, WHO DO NOT HAVE CLOSE EAMILY TIES IN THE U.S., HAVE 
TOLD US THEY HAVE BEEN REFUSED POLISH PASSPORTS. THE FOLLOWING TYPES 
OF CASES ARE INVOLVED: 

A) PROSPECTIVE IMMIGRANTS WHO DERIVE STATUS FROM AMERICAN RELATIVES 
(USUALLY DUAL NATIONALS) LIVING AND INTENDING TO REMAIN IN POLAND; 

B) POLISH CITIZENS WHO DERIVE STATUS FROM AMERICAN RELATIVES 
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(USUALLY DUAL NATIONALS) LIVING IN POLAND BUT INTENDING TO EMIGRATE 
WITH THEIR POLISH RELATIVES; 

C) POLISH CITIZENS IN THE NONPREFERENCE OR SIXTH PREFERENCE 
CATEGORY (BENEFICIARIES OE APPROVED LABOR CERTIFICATIONS, 

WHO MAY HAVE NO US CITIZEN OR LEGAL RESIDENT ALIEN FAMILY 
RELATIONSHIP OF ANY SORT); 
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D) POLISH CITIZENS INTENDING TO MARRY THEIR USC EIANCES (OR 
FIANCEES) IN THE U.S. 

2. WE HAVE NOT MADE REPRESENTATIONS ON BEHALF OF THESE PEOPLE 
TO THE MINISTRY OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS BECAUSE THEY DO NOT FIT 
ANY DEFINITION OF FAMILY DIVISION. WE BELIEVE, HOWEVER, THAT 
WE SHOULD DO SOMETHING FOR ANYONE ELIGIBLE FOR REGISTRATION. 
SINCE THE UNITED STATES HAS DECLARED ITS INTEREST IN PROMOTING 
FREEDOM OF TRAVEL FOR ALL PEOPLE, WE BELIEVE WE HAVE AN OBLIGA- 
TION TO EXPRESS TO THE GOP OUR CONCERN WHEN RESTRICTIONS OF 
TRAVEL TO THE U.S. COME TO OUR ATTENTION. WHILE ALL VISA 

CASES RECEIVE EQUAL TREATMENT IN THE ADMINISTRATION OF REGULA- 
TIONS, WE ALSO BELIEVE THAT THE SPECIAL EFFORTS WE MAKE FOR 
POLITICAL AND HUMANITARIAN REASONS ON BEHALF OF DIVIDED FAMILIES 
SHOULD NOT BE WITHHELD FROM THE REST OF OUR REGISTERED IMMIGRANT 
CASES. 

3. THE EMBASSY THEREFORE PROPOSES TO SUBMIT A LIST OF NAMES OF 
NON-DIVIDED FAMILY CASES TO THE MFA UNDER COVER OF THE FOLLOWING 
DIPLOMATIC NOTE: 

COMPLIMENTARY OPENING 

BEGIN TEXT: 

THE ATTACHED LIST CONTAINS THE NAMES OF PERSONS WHO 
ARE REGISTERED AT THE EMBASSY FOR IMMIGRATION TO 
THE UNITED STATES. THE PERSONS LISTED HAVE INDICATED 
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THEY ARE INTERESTED IN EMIGRATING TO 
THE UNITED STATES BUT HAVE BEEN REFUSED 
POLISH EMIGRANT DOCUMENTATION. 

THE SEVENTH PRINCIPLE OF THE DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
OF THE FINAL ACT OF THE CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND 
COOPERATION IN EUROPE, SIGNED IN HELSINKI ON AUGUST 
1, 1975, STATES "IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN RIGHTS 

AND FUNDAMENTAL FREEDOMS," CSCE SIGNATORY STATES "WILL ACT 
IN CONFORMITY WITH THE PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES OF THE 
CHARTER OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND WITH THE UNIVERSAL 
DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS." ACCORDING TO ARTICLE 
13(2) OF THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS, 

"EVERYONE HAS THE RIGHT TO LEAVE ANY COUNTRY, INCLUDING 
HIS OWN, AND TO RETURN TO HIS COUNTRY." IN THE JOINT 
STATEMENT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA, GERALD R. FORD, AND THE FIRST SECRETARY OF 
THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OF THE POLISH UNITED WORKERS' 

PARTY, EDWARD GIEREK, SIGNED IN WARSAW ON JULY 28, 
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1975, BOTH SIDES AGREED THAT, "IN THE SPIRIT OE THE 
TRADITIONAL ERIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE TWO NATIONS, THEY 
WILL CONTINUE THEIR EEFORTS TO SOLVE HUMANITARIAN 
PROBLEMS AEEECTING THEIR CITIZENS." 

CONSISTENT WITH THE JOINT STATEMENT OE JULY 28, 

1975, AND THE EINAL ACT OF THE CONEERENCE ON 
SECURITY AND COOPERATION IN EUROPE, THE EMBASSY 
REQUESTS THE COOPERATION OF THE POLISH 
AUTHORITIES IN REVIEWING SYMPATHETICALLY THE CASES 
ON THE ATTCHED LIST AND IN AUTHORIZING THESE PERSONS 
TO EMIGRATE.

TO THE PROPOSAL OR TO THE TEXT OF THE NOTE. WE 
EXPECT TO HAVE 14 CASES INVOLVING 47 PERSONS IN OUR LIST.
